ning and had seized documents some 
of which belonged to the faction and 

some to Biton himself." 

The search warrant is said to have 


* stipulated that Cohen is suspected of 


murder. ‘But Cohen's wife was told 
that her husband was suspected of 

of stolen property. And 
Biton, who pressed the police 
(including the inspector-general) for 
an explanation during the course of 
the day, was told that his aide was 
suspected of drug dealing. It is still 
not known where Cohen is being 
held, and he has not yet been seen by 
8 lawyer. _ 

The ‘police raid was carried out by 
the central branch of the Tel Aviv 
police, who have been investigating 
the murder of Tbrahjm Assaf and the 
attempted murder of Abed 
Tarshawi, both of Jaffa. 

On October 26 Assaf oe ees 
suspected members of a Jaffa 
were shot down in a burst of 
“automatic fire shot from a 
Audi in Rehov Donolo in Jaffa. Ten 
days earlier Ayash, another 
suspected drug dealer, was 
murdered in the same area outside 
Tarshawi's house.

the shooting and Menny Cohen is said 
to have been one of the occupants. 

Cohen has in the past been con- 
victed for drug trafficking and on his 
release became youth leader with 
street gangs for the Jerusalem 
Municipality. 

The police are known to have been 
very wary in their investigation 
precisely because of the possible 
political repercussions and Biton has 
labelled the arreat and the search as 
a “provocative political act’’ aimed 
at the group's political programme. 
The police have also investigated 
whether Cohen has not used Biton’s 
parliamentary immunity as a cover 
for his alleged criminal activities. 

Biton confirmed last night that 
there had been rumours for several 
weeks that the police were “‘trying to 
get at Menny” but he had dismissed 
these as idle gossip. He said he was 
convinced that Cohen was innocent 
and that the entire operation was 
engineered ‘‘because the establish- 
ment feara my movement's 
programme in the Helds of housing, 
cost of living and prison reform." He 
had asked the prime minister's aide 
Yehiel Kadishai and Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir to look into 
the affair, he said.

TEL AVIV. — Rival groups within 
the Labour Party are sharpening 
thelr swords in anticipation of a 
renewed debate within the party on 
peace treaty issues, particularly on 
the questions surrounding the 
roposed autonomy for Judea, 
aria and the Gaza Strip. The 
party's political bureau and Knesset 
faction are sheduled to tackle the 

jasues on Wednesday. - 

The renewed controversy within 
Labour has been caused by the 
demands of two opposing groups that 
the party make its stand on the 
iasues clear to the public even before 
the government is ready to submit 
the peace treaty for ratificetion. 

On one side is the “hawkish 
Labour group headed by MX Shiomo 
Hillel. The group demands thet 
Labour present the nation with a 
plan of Its own and that it do so {n- 
dependently of the government's 
moves. 

Taking the opposite stand is the 
generally ‘‘dovish’’ young 
leadership group which is concerned 
about growing indications that 
Labour's support for the peace pact 
has weakened. The party must maxe 
it clear that it will back the treaty 
regardiess of flaws already in it, 
the young leadezship group asserts. 

Recefit statements by party chalir- 
man Shimon Peres that the govern- 
ment can no longer consider Labour 
support for the peace agreement as 
automatic are seen as reflecting the 
growing unease within the party, At 
the same me Peres’ statements are 
fanning the flames of internal dis- 
agreement, 

Party observers toic The 
Jerusalem Post that over the past 
few weeks there has been “8. con- 
siderable erosion” in Labour's sup- 
port of the peace package, with se- 
cond thoughts centring chiefly

general belief {s that if the issue

possibly be seen as sympathetic to 
the hawks. Thus among those now 
backing the arguments of the Hillel 
group are MK’s Aharon Yadlin and 
Avraham Katz-Oz. Others who 
would not openly identify with the 
group indicate that as fer as the 
autonomy is concerned they are in 
agreement with the hawks. 


Statements on the question made 
by Israeli Arabs are said to have 
sounded a warning for many 
Labourites. Galilee and Little 
Triangle Arabs have recently begun 
@emanding their own autonomous 
zones, arguing that they are as much 
Palestinian ag their kinsmen across 
the Green Line. 

At present it is estimated that the 
bawkish wing of Labour can count on 
the support of at least 10 MKs, with 
its strength still on the ascendancy. 
11 is algo not ruled out that the group 
may forge unofficial ad hoc alliances 
with such non-labour groups as ΜῈ 
Geula Cohen's Herut Loyalista Cir- 
cle and MK Yigal Hurvitz's La'am 
faction. 


The Hillel group held meetings 
here over the weekend almed at the 
revival of the ‘‘Allon Plan" for 
territorial compromise. There ia 
general support within the group for 
Allen's latest proposals that the

Begin tells Yamit man he

“Already now, we are examining 
concrete plans te compensate those 
who will be asked to move,”’ Begin 
added. This statement was con- 
sidered significant, as no member of 
the government has yet referred to 
any formal action on compensation. 

In an impassioned plea for 
tolerance and understanding from 
the settlers, Begin continued: ‘‘I do 
not, for one moment; minimize the 
difficulties (the Yamit residents 
tace). I can cnly appeal to your un- 
derstanding of my national respon- 
sibility to do all in my power to bring 
peace to our nation."

BAIFA. — Sanctions by stevedore 
foremen and port store keepers com- 
bined with the heavy rain yesterday 
to paralyse the port sporadically, 
raising the spectre of costly port con- 
gestion surcharges.

Snake attack puts Synanon leader in jail 


LAKE HAVASU CITY, Arizona 
(AP). — Charles Dederich, founder 
of Synanon, a controversial religious 
sect and business empire, was 
arrested here on Saturday in connec- 
tion with a bizarre rattlesnake at- 
tack on a California lawyer, 
authorities said yesterday. He was 
charged in Los Angeles with con- 
spiracy and solicitation to commit 
murder in the attack on attorney 
Paul Morantz.

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Spain votes on new constitution 
Practising democracy

MADRID. — With a maturity born of 
old wounds and 4 new social struc- 
ture, Spain next week completes its 
peaceful transformation from dic- 
tatorship to democracy. 

‘The nation will vote on Wednesday 
on 4 constitution drawn up with the 
cooperation of a political spectrum 
ranging from the Communist to the 
far right. Only the far-out right, 
small Communist splinter groups, 
part of the Church and Basque 
nationalists are opposed — probably 
less than 10 per cent of the popula- 
tion. 

Yo achieve this political consensus 
required a sheathing of blood 
grudges and anarchist instincts. 
“This is the first time that Spain will 
have a constitution not imposed by 
one half of the population on the 
other half,"" says a foreign diplomat 
The question asked for some 41 
years in Spain — “what happens 
after Franco?" — is being answered 
in a way only the most optimistic 
would have chosen. There has been 
no military takeover, no settling of 
painful old accounts, no attempt by 
the right or left to stage a putsch. 

In good part, this is because Spain 
now has, for the first time, a solid 
centre. “Under Franco, a middle 
class developed which hadn't existed 
before,’” says a Madrid 
businessman: “Almost everyone 
now owns his apartment. Look at the 
cars on the street and the way people 
dress. A middle class is a tremen- 
dous stabilizing factor.” 

One forelgn observer comments, 
“It isn't like it used to be with only 
rich and poor. The vast majority of 
Spaniards now have something to 
lose.” 

Another major factor neutr: 
the innate political passions of the 
Spaniards 1s the traumatic memory 
of the Civil War: “Nobody wants to 
go through that again,’ says a 
housewife. 


EVEN THE ARMY, which had 
received up to 60 per cent of the 
national budget under Franco, 
appears humbled by that memory. It 
has shown surprising forbearance in 
permitting long-time leftist enemies 
to emerge from the underground or 
exile and assume active political 
roles, The army is also accepting 
reform involving early retirement of 
senior officers and advancement of 
officers believed more suited to the 
new political atmosphere. 

Despite an army coup plot last 
month, whose details are still not 
clear, the military as a whole is 
accepting -ciyilian authority. ‘The 
only worry is that if Basque terror 
keeps escalating, it might prompt 
the army to-do something 
dramatic,’ says one observer. The

Basque militants have claimed 
dozens of victims in the past twe 
years, and the police have been able 
to do little to curb them. 

The Communists, too, have been 
playing the game, participating con- 
structively in drafting the constitu- 
tion and in parliament. This 
behaviour is due in good part to fear 
of army reaction — termed here in- 
volution, in contrast to revolution —- 
if the Communists seem unduly 
provocative. The party won 9 per 
eent of the vote in the 1977 
parliamentary elections, just a few 
months after it was legalized. 

One of the most delicate problems 
facing the government is the 
widespread demand for regional 
autonomy. It plans to meet such 
demands under the new constitution, 
but it will be hard put to satiafy all of 
them. 

The most pressing problem is the 
economy, which has been suffering 
for the past three years. One million 
are unemployed. The government is 
aiming at massive foreign in- 
vestments for which it needs 
political stability. i 

This, for the present, it has. ‘All 
major parties realize they are in this 
together, that the situation is 
fragile," says a diplomat. “Once 
they fee] the situation can permit it, 
you'll start feeling the political 
differences much more sharply."

US. Internal Revenue extends 
filing deadline for citizens

The deadline for filing income tax 
returns for those U.8. citizens Hving 
here who qualify for the foreign 
earned income exclusion, has been 
extended to February δι ie: ns 
ia according to a press release by the 
Internal Revenue Service, forward- 
6d to The Jerusalem Poat by the U.8. 
consulate general in Jerusalem, 
recently. 

On November 7, 1978, President 
Carter signet! a new U.S. Income 
Tax Act. As a result, the Internal 
Revenue Service announced a week 
later that it will not assert late filing 
penalties with respect to the 1977 in- 
come tax returns of certain tax- 
payers who qualify for the foreign 
earned income exclusion, if those 
returns are filed before February 15, 
1979. These taxpayers are those who 
previously qualified for the exten- 


sions granted through November 15, , 


1978, 

The additional time for filing is be- 
ing granted because of changes 
made by recently enacted public law 
95-615. A provision of this law delays 
the effective date of made 
by the tax reform act of 1976, which 
relates to the exclusion allowed by 
Internal Revenue code (section 911) 
for income earned by U.S. citizens. 

‘The rules for the foreign earned in- 
come exclusion {n effect before the 
tax reform act of 1976 will now apply 
for the tax year. Other changes 
maderb:

exclusion will be effective for tax- 
able years beginning after 
December 31, 1977. 

The IRS said that taxpayers 
should tile amended returns if they 
have already filed their 1977 returna 
in accordance with the tax reform 
act of 1976, using a foreign earned in- 
come exclusion of $15,000. Tax- 
payers who filed their returns in‘ac- 
cordance with the law before the tax 
reform act of 1976, but who did not 
itemize their deductions, must also 
file amended returns if they claimed 
the foreign tax credit. 

Special tax packages will be mail- 
ed to taxpayers who must file 
amended returns. Any taxpayers 
who need to file or amend their 1977 
returns and have not received this 
tax package by January 15, 1979, 
should contact the local IRS office, 
embassy or consulate, for the 
necessary forms and publications. 

The packages will contain revised 
form 2555, exemption of income 
earned abroad, for the 1977 tax year. 
In addition, the packages will con- 
tain form 1116, computation of the 
foreign tax credit, and form 1040X, 
amended U.S. individual income tax

The case for a five-day week

Is this country ready for a five-lay 
workweek? If so, has the time come 
for a serious trial for this “radical” 
idea — perhaps with Jerusalem as 2 
laboratory? 

Definitive answers to these 
questiong could come In January, 
when ἃ panel of experts reporta back 
to Nissan Harpaz, secretary of the 
Jerusalem labour council. A year 
ago Herpaz appointed a committee 
— including industrialista, union 
leadera, socio! and economists

in Jerusalem and elsewhere, and

workweek would be in the country's 
interests. 


In a conversation with The 
Jerusalem Post, Harpaz said: 
“Though I must wait for the panel’a 
findings, I make no secret of the fact 
thet = om all ἐσ Ὁ Sive-day. week. In 
fact, several large firma throughout 
the country, including Jerusalem, 
have optionally adopted the five-day 
week, with no loss In productivity.

The Harpaz ides of a five-day 

week differs somewhat from the way 


the idea fs generally understood. 
Though he wants al! Israeli workers 
to have a day off in addition to Satur- 
day, he does not think that day 
should be the same for all workers. 

He explains: “"The off-day other 
than Saturday should vary, accor- 
ding to the type of work; otherwise, 
we shall defeat one of the major 
aims of a shorter workweek — mak- 
ing vita] personal services and shop- 
ping easier for the working man and 
‘woman.”" 

Thus, if factory workers should be 
given Friday off, then banks should 
definitely operate on that day and 
close on another one. This way, in- 
dustrial workers could do their bank- 
ing on their day off, without having 
to take time off from work. 

Harpaz believes Jerusalem would 
be an ideal place to experiment with 
a compulsory five-day week, since 
the city is Hght on Industry, so any 

5 ent on the advantages of 
the scheme would not be too costly. 

In Jerusalem, less than 13 per cent 
of the labour force {a engaged in in- 
dustry compared with over 24 per 
cent in Tel Aviv. 

If the panel indeed recommends a 
trial of the five-day week in 
Jerusalem, Harpaz intends to do his 
utmost to push the necessary legisia- 


say, first in Industry and then fn the 


Also, I think 
schools should continue on 2 six-day 
week, with programmes arranged 50 
that teachers work only five days. 
One of Jerusalem’s largest in- 
dustrial plants, the 600-worker Teva 
Pharmaceutical and Chemicals 
Works, has voluntarily switched 
over to a five-day week “and is none 
the worse off-for it," Harpaz notes.

A night shift lasts 


only seven hours 

HAIFA. — A night shift, under the 
labour law, lasts seven hours, but 
where workers and employers agree 
that it should last eight or more, the 
‘workers are entitled to an additional 
25 per cent over regular night shift 
rates. This ruling came from 
regional Labour Court judge Eliezer 
Kanfi last week in a dispute between 
the management of the Refineries 
here and a veteran workér. 

The judge upheld the claim of the 
worker, who was represented by 
Hajfa Labour Council attorney Arye 
Lisotzky. The management argued 
that night shift pay was already 50 
per cent higher than that of the day 
shift. But Kanfi ruled that the night 
rate appliled to the seven-hour shift 
only, not to overtime beyond it. This 
additional time qualified for the ex- 
tra rate laid down by the law. 


Ministers to decide on 


credit for Dan buses 


A decision is expected this week 
from the Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee on a recommendation for 
government aid to the Dan Bus 
Cooperative's five-year programme 
of re-equipment. 

The Ministries of Transport and 
Finance recommend government- 
subsidized credit to the cooperative 
for 70 per cent of the money it will 
need. The ministries approve the 
purchase of 750 buses over the next 
fivesyears, at a cost of approximate- 

ly IL1.3b. “ 
. _At’-present, says the Transport 
Ministry, more than 800,000 persons 
use Dan buses daily. The company 
operates 1,266 vehicles and about 45 
per cent of these are more than 10 
years old.

Tax inducement to foreign residents 
to buy stocks rather than make loans 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Finance Minister Simha Hhriich 
wants to exempt foreign residents 
from income tax on profits from the 
sale of securities on the Tel Aviv 
stock exchange, inchiding profits in 
excess of the rate of inflation. 
These profits are now called 
‘Unflationary surplus”, and are sub- 
ject to tax. The justification for the 
additional exemption, which was 
submitted to the Knesset Finance 
Committee, is that under existing 
tax regulations it is more profitable 
for a foreign resident to lend out his 
money than to buy shares. 
According to existing regulations a 


foreign resident Is exempt from in- | 


come tax on exchange rate differen- 
tials for a Joan he has made, while 
the borrower is permitted to treat 
such costs as a tax-deductible ex- 
pense. By contrast, an investment in 
shares does not entitle the foreign in- 
vestor to exemption from capitel 
gains tax, while the company whose 
shares he has bought has no tax 
deductible expense in connection 
with such an investment. 

According to the Treasury, the 
proposed exemption will encourage 
investment in shares rather than the 
granting of loans to Israeli 
borrowers.

THE EGGED bus drivers' rampage against the Dan 
cooperative took on the colours of urban warfare yesterday, but 
the frenzy could, unintentionally, prompt good results. If 
nothing else, Egged streetfighters, with the obvious support 
they receive from the Egged leadership, are supplying the 
government’ with clinching arguments for relieving the 
cooperatives of their monopoly over the nation’s bus transporta- 
tion. 3 

Whatever tenuous connection remains between today's bus 
transport baronies and the pioneering cooperatives of | 
yesteryear has been irreparably severed. 

Yesterday's gang warfare, which the Dan cooperative 
provoked by running the disputed No. 48 line from Herzliya, are 
all the proof that is needed that the bus co-ops today are mainly, 
if not only, concerned with protecting their respective milch 
cows. 

Even the terms used by Egged and Dan spokesmen are feudal 
in nature. Egged considers Herzliya its private fiefdom, while 
Dan justifies its right to introduce parallel bus service from that 
suburb to metropolitan Tel Aviv by arguing that the tens of 
thousands of Tel Avivians who have moved out to the suburbs 
are {ts vassals and should be served only by Dan buses. 

If yesterday's outburst were a solitary occurrence, it could 
perhaps be excused as a sorry aberration. But time and again 
the cooperatives have shown their basic unfitness to hold their 
monopolies both by their intramural battles for m 
positions and by their cavalier disregard for the interests of the 
bus riding public. 

The decline and corruption of once admirable public in- 
stitutions may be hard to admit, but there is no denying the fact - 
that the cooperative form has proved singularly unsuited for the 
responsibility of running such an essential public utility like the 
bus service. 

Retaining the cooperative format haz only led to mismanage- 
ment, attracting new members who see it solely a3 2 scheme for 
quick profits —- the main cause of our deteriorating bus service. ἡ

“Quite frankly, old boy, I don't 
believe it will ever close,” a 
spokesman told AP, There seems lit- 
tle reason why it should, ag-it still 
plays to full houses. 

The 26th birthday performance 
was the 10,808th. This, says the 
spokesman, makes it the longest- 
running continuous performance 
production of any kind in the world, 
with 3,298 more performances than 
its nearest rival, the 20-year Los 
Angeles run of “‘The Drunkard.” 

After the tirst night of ‘The 
Mousetrap" on November 25, 1952, 
Christie told a member of the cast: 
“Well, darling, we may get a few 
months out of it — but it won't break 
any records.” 

Meanwhile, seven American 
presidents and seven British prime 
ministers have come and gone while 
““The Mousetrap" played on. When it 
opened, postwar Britain still ration- 
ed sugar, Stalin ruled Russia. ‘"The 
Times" of London used 3% lines ta 
print the day's entire television 
achedule. 

For years now ‘'Mousetrap"’ 
birthdays have been accompanied by 
a ritual compilation of staggering 
statistics. Its curtain has gone up and 
down about 126,100 times. Four anda 
half million people have seen it, buy- 
ing 3.5 million ice creams and 700,000 
orange drinks from ushers’ trays in 


the auditorium. By now 150 actors . 


and actresses have played in it, and 
the wardrobe lady has ironed "475. 
miles of shirts during the run," its 
publicists say. 

“We didn't have any special birth- 
day party this year,” a spokesman 
said, ‘We're saving that for the 30th 
birthday.”
